sengers. Two of them were burned by 
electric heaters, attached to the car 
seats, before she and Miss Agnes Ku- 
per, whom she first rescued, could reach 
them, 

Miss Adeline Anderson, older sister of 
Frances, and Miss Catherine Kuper, 
were the most severely injured. Both 
were burned, Miss Anderson on the left 
leg and Miss Kuper on the face and 
neck. Miss Rose Kuper, 18 years old, 
was cut, and was so shocked that she 
Was unconscious when her rescuer 


also badly cut. 

Miss Frances Anderson was the only 
one of the five who was able to be 
about the house Thursday. At her home 

5210 North Twentieth street she told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter the story of 
the wreck and the rescue. 

“‘The three Kuper girls are near neigh- 
bors of ours,” she said, 
day my sister and I went with them to 
lorisant to visit their married sister. 

“We started back a little after 7 p. m. 
on the Suburban car, intending to trans- 
fer to the Ferguson-Kirkwood car and 
return home that way. 

Heard Nothing of Train. 

“We heard nothing of a train as we 
approached the Kinloch racetrack. 
Whether the conductor ran ahead and 
flagged the crossing I don’t know, bur 
the car didn't stop. 

“We were sitting near the front of 
the car, on the left side, and were pay- 
ing no attention to the crossing when, 
just as we bumped over the railroad 
track, there was a terrible crash, the 
lights went out and our car went tum- 
bling over. 

“The car fell on ité left side, so that 
we were at the bottom when it landed. 
The other girls were screaming, and I 
told them I would get them out as quick 
as I could find a way. I tried the front 
déor, but it stuck fast, and the only way 
out I could see was through the win- 
dows above. 

“The windows have iron bars part of 
the way up, and this helped me to get 
up to the nearest window. As I pushed 
myself through the broken sash, I saw 
that we were on the brink of a ditch. 
The conductor was standing by the edge 
of the ditch. 

‘Come help me get these girls out,’ 
I said. He said he would, and just 
then Agnes put her head through the 
window, and the conductor and.I pulled 
her out.

“Do you know at the battle of 
Coiorado Junction on Nov. 1 the bodies 
of 2 Amér-can marines were picked ups 
on the field by our forces—all from the 
American cunbeats ancrored in the 
river to protect American interests? The 
official explanation. given. me was that 
these men were deserters.”’

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A BUSINESS POSTOFFICE, 

From the New York World. 

The Postoffice Department loses on 
carrying second-class mail matter $64,- 
000,000 a year.’ Rural free delivery loses 
$28,000,000. Third-class matter costs §$3,- 
000,000 more than it yields. The franking 
privilege of congressmen cots $500,000 
and that of the departments $2,225,000. 
Against a total loss of $98,000,000 the vast 
profit of $80,000,000 on letters leaves al 
Geficit of $17,479,770. 

To meet the deficit Postmaster-Gen- 
eral Hitchcock In his annual report pro- 
poses that magazines should pay a 
higher rate than newspapers, or that 
a zone tariff should be established and 
second-class postage collected according 
to'length of haul. Both these measures 
are-objectionable. ‘Neither: is‘necessary. 
No one will deny that American mag- 
azines taken as a class are educational; 
that their circulation is good for the 
country. It is upon that ground that 
such atter is carried below cost; and 
upon that ground it is carried at a loss 
by every postoffice In the wofld. If the 
assumption is wrong we may as well 
abolish the classification altogether and 
“charge what the traffic will bear.”’ 
But before doing this there are three 
things the Postoffice Department might 
try: 

1, Introduce more business-like methods in 
the department, particularly reforming the 
payments to railroads for carrying mails. 

2. Make Congress and the departments pay 
postage like the rest of us. This would as 
@ matter of bookkeeping be fair to the de- 
partment; and it would be fair to the tax- 
payers, who ought to know what each de- 
partment actually costs. ; 

If we donot do these things, particu- 
larly the last, no. tinkering with the 
Magazine postage rate. will keep up with 
the deficit.

He finds, in connection with the 200 or 
more injured, that: ‘“‘The conclusion is 
that newspaper reports of injuries have 
been sensational. The only cases I 
found to be really serious, out of 200, 
are those of Wilson of Annapolis and 
Pickering of Utica, but both of these 
men are alive and improving. 

Following je a specimen of how sen- 
sational reporting misrepresented facts, 
furnished by Mr. Moffatt: 


A man named Forbes of Linton, Ind., 
was reported as having “fractured an . 
ear drum in a football game, toe 
in abscesses and total deafness Bu 
the local papers state he was a S apeetater 
and in running to avoid a play coming 
toward him he stumbled, fell and ran 
the stubble of a weed into his ear.

Speaker Rombauer of the House of 
Delegates. sees the “People’s Forum” as 


a hindrance to legislation. He, discussed 
the topic before the Feilowship Club of 
the King’s Highway Presbyterian 
Church. Mayor Kreismann. President 
Gundlach of the Council, and President 
Laird of the Police Board also addressed 
the meeting. 

In the course of his address Rombauer 
referred to the terminal discussion, 
which has preceded the proposed intro- 
duction of a bill in the Municipal As- 
sembly granting the association the 
right to use the Ranken tract for the 
expansion of its facilities. 

“The House of Delegates has a right 
to expect,’’ said Rombauer, “‘that upon 
the introduction of an important bill in 
the Municipal Assembly the _ intelli- 
gent press and the intelligent public will 
discuss it intelligently so that a proper 
disposition may be made of it. However 
reasonable such an expectation might 
be, it is unwarranted by the facts. 

Partisanship Is Charged. 

“Immediately on the introduction of 
such important matters the intelligent 
press and intelligent public become radi- 
cal partisans and do all they can to em- 
barrags the men who actually have to 
pass upon the questions, The newspa- 

waisrepresent ..fadcts:-to-strengthen 
the position they have taken. 

“So far as the intelligent public is con- 
cerned, it has ceased to exist. What we 
find is that many associations, as soon 
as a matter is presented to the Assem- 
bly, begin pouring in resolutions for or 
against it, without stating any reason 
for their demands. 

“Certain things are either lauded or 

condemned and the passage or the de- 
feat of the bill is demanded. These res- 
olutions are usually preceded by a pre- 
amble, sometimes vitriolic, especially if 
the person or corporation asking for the 
legislation is unpopular. 

Reasons Alone to Be Considered. 

‘Resolutions mean nothing unless they 
state a reason for their adoption, and 
when accompanied by a reason, they 
are entitled to consideration. 

“I find on the Speaker's desk of the 
House of Delegates a petition from rep- 
resentative business men demanding the 
Passage of a certain bill. It states that 
the legislation asked for is urgent and 
the good of the city requires it. But 
when the administration attempted to 
pass @ bill on the same subject, but 
ten times more favorable to the city, the: 
mail brought from the same associa- 
tion to me a resolution demanding that 
the new bill be not passed. 

“I don’t want to be misunderstood. I 
have an abiding faith in the people 
when they soberly express their opinion, 
but I don't. prepose to be driven to do a 
thing by resolutions or demands based 


(On a s@ntiment created by want of a 


knowledge of the facts bearing on a 
particular case. 

“I have found that the American 
people usually make up and unmake 
their minds several times before they 
finally decide what they want. With 
a House of Delegates elected from 28 
wards, representing as the delegates do 
people in vastly different stations in 
life, it_is bound to disagree ,with some 
of the people all of the time. It is not 
to be wondered at that legislation passed 
by the House is not always logical; but 
considering conditions it is wonderful 
that so much proper legislation is 
enacted."’ 

Terminal Bill Promised. 

Discussing the Terminal question with 
a Post-Dispatch reporter Friday, Rom- 
bauer said he believes a Terminal bill, 
embracing all of the points agreed upon 
by the House, Council and Mayor will 
be introduced,:and that the differences 
of opinion then will be thrashed out. 
The bill undoubtedly will be introduced 
in the House, he said, and he wishes the 
Council then to agree upon its amend- 
ments, and send them to the House for 
consideration and discussion. 

Mayer reismann, in carefully 
guarded language, struck back at the 
Republican organ which has been crit- 
icising him for not demanding an aboli- 
tion of the bridge arbitrary in negotiat- 
ing with the Terminal! for franchises.

In sustaining a demurrer filed by the 
trustees of .the Barnes Hospital fund 
Friday morning, Judge McQuillin of the 
Circuit Court held that the provisions of 
the will of the late Rebert A. Barnes, 
who died in 1892, provided for the estab- 


lishment of a charitable: hospital and 
that therefore the relatives of Mr. 
Barnes had no interest In the trust fund. 

The suit was filed in behalf of Edwin 
W. Fairman, William H: McCarthy and 
Robert Buchannan, nephews of Barnes, 
against the trustees, asking that the 
provision in the wil! providing for the 
hospital trust fund be déclared inopera- 
tive. The contention vas enade by at- 
torneys for the plaintiffs that the fund 
provision was illegal because it did not 
Indicate clearly that the hospital was 
to be a charitable institution. 

In his decision, Judge McQuillin said 
that the will does not expressly state in 
definite terms that the hospital was to. 
be a charitable institution, nor that it: 
ehould not be a charitable establish- 
ment,

Only One Bank in.the State 
. Forced Into Liquidation 
in the Year. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 31.—State 


Bank Commissioner John E. Swanger 
has just cempleted the compilation of, 
the published statements of Nov. 16, 1909, 
of all of the State and national banks 
and trust companies in Missouri, and 
commenting on the showing made by 
this compilation, he said: 

“The splendid showing made by the 
banks and trust companies of Missouri 
in their statement of Nov. 16, 1909, is 
very gratifying to the department. This 
statement shows that the deposits have 
increased $55,922,000 over 1908,- and $22,- 
428,000 over that of August, 1907. Thus 
it will be seen that the banks and trust 


companies have not only recovered the f 


amount of deposits. lost during the 
financial depression of 1907 and 1908, but 
have gained over $26,000,000 over the 
amount held by them in August preced- 
ing the panic. 

Deposits the Largest. 

“In other words, the amount of de- 
posits held by’ the banks and trust 
companies of the State on Nov. 16, 
1909, was the largest ever before 
held.

Set- 
ting-up exercises are calisthenics of the 
strenuous sort used in the regular army.

Then, coming 
back to the original position, they hold 
their arms out straight. There are many 
other movements, all of which must be 
done so quickly that it is extremely dif- 
ficult to maintain one’s balance.

All Four Are Regarded as Rival 
Candidates for the Sena- 
torial Seat. 


The four prospective candidates for 
the Democratic nomination for United 
States Senator—David R. Francis, Jos- 
eph W. Folk, James H. Whitecotton, of 
Monroe County and James A, Reed of 
Kansas City—will attend the Democratic 
State Conuvention in Kansas City, Jan- 
vary. 8. 

Francis, Folk and Reed are billed for 
speeches. It is probable Francis will 
be chosen as one of the delegates from 
the Twenty-eighth ward, but a similar 


honor will not be conferred on Folk, 
who lives in the Twenty-fifth Ward. It 
appears the Folk forces will have prac- 
tically no representation on the St. 
Louis delegation. 

Political leaders belleve the convention 
is likely to shape sentiment in refer- 
ence to the Senatorial fight. 

If the question could be decided by 
the present party organization, Francis, 
the politicians say, would have a walk- 
over. 

It is argued that the entry of Francis 
into the senatorial contest, particularly 
if assurances of success for his candi- 
dacy are forthcoming, means a cam- 
paign fund next year of $50,000 or $75,000. 
Francis’ friends alone, it is said, are 
willing to contribute the majgr part of 
this, while Reed and Folk have not 
promised the State Committee anything. 

Reed Is Handicapped, 

Reed, according to the view of well- 
posted Democrats, is handicapped on ac- 
count of his advocacy of the Metropoli- 
tan Street Railway Co. in the recent 
Kansas City franchise election. Folk, 
by ignoring his former supporters and 
atterhpting an alliance with the Stone’ 
machine, added to the fact that he was 
defeated for Senator by admittedly one 
of the weakest Democrat leaders in the 
State, is not regarded fayorably by 
practical politicians. So far as Folk 
is concerned, however, the politicians 
think he is playing a game of hide and 
seek. If both Francis and Reed try 
for the senatorial prize, Folk, so his 
friends say, is certain to beeeme a can- 
didate. 

The general Opinion is that ff Reed 
drops out of ‘the fight, Folk may do 
likewise, as he is not confident that he 
Can defeat: Frantis ina straight out 
contest. 

Francis Is Invited. 

“T am going to Kansas City to fmake 
@n address there by invitation, and I 
can’t say what will be done by the con- 
vention,” Gov. Francis told a. Post- 
Dispatch reporter Friday. “I do not 
even know whether I have been select- 
ed as one of the delegrates from this 
city.’ 

The former governor appeared amused 
when asked regarding the reported visit 
here of L. M. Sanford of Columbus, O., 
for the purpose of boosting his sena- 
torial candidacy with the understanding 
that Francis would support Gov. Hamon 
of Ohio for President In 1912.

Chairman Selected in Confer- 
ence Will Select Commit- 


NON - SECTARIAN MOVE 


Meeting of Clergymen and 
Laity Decide to Push Schnei- 
derhahn’s Bill. 


Five men, to be chosen bv John 8. 
Leahy, will prepare and promote ordi- 
nances for censorship of the St. Louis 
stage. The Schneiderhahn bill, now 
pending in the Council. for an ordinance 
‘establishing a censorship of moving pic- 
tures, will probably be merged into the 
measure which the committee will ad- 
vocate. 

Leahy’s authority to name the com- 
mittee came from the conference of min- 
isters and church society representa- 
tives, of which he was chairman, at the 
Knights of Columbus Building. He ex- 
pects to announce the committee within 
a few days and to include at least one 
Protestant and one Catholic clergyman 
in the list. 

“The committee will not undertake 
any censorship on its own account,”’ 
said Leahy to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Friday. “My belief is that a censor- 
ship without power to stop productions 
would be worthless. The censorship we 
will seek to establish will be based on 
authority of law. 


Schneiderhahn Bill Approved. 

“The Schneiderhahn moving . picture 
ordinance meets the approval of. those 
who attended the meeting last night. 
As to the exact form of censorship most 
satisfactory, I would rather not ex- 
press an opinion until the committee has 
been organized and has reached a con- 
clusion. Some important points are still 
to be decided.”’ 

The Schneiderhahn bill makes it the 
duty of the Chief of Police, personally 
or by a deputy, to view all moving-pi-- 
ture films before ‘their public presenta- 
tion and to give written permission for 
those which he considers proper.

Origin of “Dixie.” 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Permit me to express my astonishment at the very 
misleading article on the origin of ‘‘Dixie’’ which IL 
find in your issue of yesterday. 

It was a@ coon song, originating in Bryant’s negro 
minstrels in New York in September of 1859, and was 
born of the intense cold weather which the minstrels 
all detested, and they were constantly saying, ‘‘Oh, 
I wish I was in Dixie,’’ and the head man of the 
walk-around, now styled cake-walk, one Emmett, who 
was directed to wish something new caught up the 
discontented refrain, and wrote a negro dialect suit- 
ed to the weather. That it was a national air or is 
entitled to the rank sought to be given it is wholly 
without authority. 

It had no origin in the South as a war song, but 
was first heard in New Orleans in 1861, in the Varie- 
ties Theater, when 
“Pocahontas. A zouave march was in the play and 
*‘Dixie’’ was the tune to which they marched [It 
caught the popular ear and the jingle of the buffoon 
head man of the negro minstrels was finally sung in 
the camps of the Confederacy without any reference 
whatsoever te the conditions between the North and 
the South. And to dub this a national air in com-

Thompson was sued a few weeks ago 
by the Lichtenstein Millinery Co. of 
New York for $2000 worth of hats and 
dresses, which Mrs. Clark declared at 
the time were not bought for her daugh- 
ter, as she never received them. The 
petition did not state for whom the ar- 
ticles of woman’s wearing apparel were 
purchased. 
The defendant is president of the 
Thompson Investment Co., -which was 
created by his father to take charge of 
his estate, amounting to several mil- 
lions of dollars. 
Mr, and Mrs. Thompson were married 
April li, 1899, and separated Dec. 14, 
1908,. according to tHe divorce petition.

But the men who know Lord Percy 
best, socially and politically, say-his 
life was blameless. He was earnestly 
religious and devoted to political work 
and study. His whole life was so emi- 
nently serious that his friends refuse 
to associate him with any scandal. 
Only a few sessions ago, in the House 
of Commons, he incited irreverent tit- 
terings by announcing that he had at- 
tended Sunday school all his life and 
that he believed every young man 
should go to Sunday school. 
He was. small, with bent and narrow 
shoulders and slender legs. A familiar 
figure in the House of Commons, where 
he had represented South Kensington 
since 1895. Lord Percy had a long, nar- 
row face, protruding lips, longish, fair 
hair and a finely shaped head, which 
denoted brains. He was a clever, fluent 
speaker, but his superior air seemed 
to accord ill with his insignificant ap- 
pearance and made him no friends in 
Parliament. 
Lord Percy was to be the next Con- 
servative chief secretray for Ireland: 
he was a strong advocate of coercion 
there. 
He was the only one of the Duke of 
Northumberland’s family of 12 who 4id 
not marry. The present Northumber- 
lands are not Percys, but Smithsons. A 
Sir Hugh Smithson married the heiress 
of the Percy family and King George 
III revived the dukedom. The family, 
enormously rich, dwell in great state, 
but rarely enter in general society.
